FARM RECORD BOOK 

Several farmers have 
bought the new Farm 
Record Book and inventory 
forms prepared by specialists 
at Auburn University. This 
is the best record book I've 
seen - so good in fact that 
there is a charge for it. 

When the books first 
came in, I gave a com- 
plimentary copy to Maxie 
Bozeman, who lives in the 
Curtis Community. Kenneth 
Sanders of the New Hope 
Community, who is a 
full-time farmer and an 
Auburn graduate in agro- 
nomy, was the first farmer to 
actually come in and buy one 
of these Farm Record Books. 
Sanders believes in keeping 
a record. 

To keep up with your 
farm business and to have 
adequate records in case of a 
tax Budit, you need to keep 
some kind of record. This 
book provides an orderly way 
to keep a permanent record. 


FARM TAXES 

Speaking of taxes, I am 
reminded that the IRS will 
exempt farmers from a 
penalty on paying their taxes 
if their return is filed before 
March 1. 

You need to check with 
your tax person to be sure 
that by filing by a certain 
time you can avoid any tax 
penalties.

He was awarded a doctorate 
in judicial science from 
Harvard, and left his practice 
to accept an appointment as 
assistant solicitor of the 
Dept. of Labor, prior to his 
acceptance of a federal 
judgeship in 1949. Hastie 
was in the words of the 
Saturday Evening Post, 
recognized by both white and 
negro citizens of the Virgin 
Islands as ‘‘the’ ablest 
governor . . . (they) ever 
had.’’ He was born Novem- 
ber 17, 1904 in Knoxville, 
Tennessee.

PRUNING MUSCADINES 
You can prune muscadine 
grapes (scuppernongs) 
anytime from the first killing 
frost until just before growth 


begins in the spring. But if 


you wait until early spring, 
your plants will bleed. This 
may disturb you. Perhaps 
the term should be changes 
to weeping. Weeping 
doesn't hurt anyone -- not 
even grapes. It is better to 
prune late than not to prune 
at all even if the plants ween. 


In pruning muscadines, 

remove all aan canes (limbs) 

from the trunk. 

Also, cut all one-year-old 

wood back to two or three 

buds and remove dead and 
diseased wood. 


CABBAGE PRODUCTION 

I have seen some good 
looking cabbage transplants 
this spring. I know many of 
you will be putting these 
plants out soon. Cabbage 
required a lot of fertilizer. 
Use 5 pounds of 8-8-8 (2% 
quarts) at planting and 
sidedress with one pint of 
ammonium nitrate when 
plants are growing. This is 
per 100 feet of row. 

Worms will probably be 
the imsect problem in 
cabbage production. Thuri- 
cide, Dipel or Biotrol can be 
used to control worms on 
cabbage. These are very, 
safe.

Crowd Meets With 
Elba City Council 


It was standing room only Monday 
evening as the Elba City Council 
convened for its regular bi-monthly 
meeting. Forty-three citizens, in 
addition to two regular radio reporters 
and this newspaper, were present as the 
city officials heard comments from the 
public on needs of the community. 

While the majority of those present 
were prompted to attend by previous 
statements at council meetings con- 
cerning the hospital, a group of 
residents of the Curtis cutoff area 
presented a petition with 200 names 
urging a sewer line be installed from 
Kleinert’s out 7/10 mile. This would 
afford sewer service to 14 homes and a 
major church. Assistant Attorney 
General Milton Belcher, whose parents 
and grandparents live in the area 
mentioned, was spokesman for the 
group and read the petition calling for 
the extended sewer line. 

Belcher was: promised that city 
officials would study the proposal along 
with the city engineer, and determine a 
cost prior to making a decision. Belcher 
also requested that he be so informed if 
the council felt they couldn't afford the 
cost, and he would work with the city 
officials to secure funding for the 
project. 

Mrs. Gail Stephens addressed the 
council on the subject of the hospital. 
She spoke from a prepared statement 
and reviewed the history of the funding 
of the Elba General Hospital from sales 
tax of 1957 up to the sales tax ordinance 
of 1980. She expressed concern over 
the lack of adequate funding for the 
hospital, and stated she felt the 
ordinance passed by the city council in 
1980 required them to start funding the 
expansion debt at the rate of $5875 
a month. Stephens quoted from a sales 
tax ordinance ecarmarking ‘‘up to 
$75,000 a year to the hospital,’’ and 
asked why it hadn’t been funded. 

Mayor Bob English reviewed the 
recent findings of Mrs. Frances 
Trammell, who researched the matter 
for the city council. He noted that the 
city was actually ‘‘ahead of the game’! 
on the $141,000 reserve fund, even 
though it was in a city account rather 
than in an account of the Hospital 
Authority. English noted that these 
funds would be transferred to the 
Authority as the CD's matured during 
the coming weeks and months. 

English stated that the Elba City 
Council was committed to having the 
best medical and educational facilities 
of any community the size of Elba, and 
is seeking ways to fund these services. 

English said the three alternatives 
he listed two weeks ago have been 
expanded by other suggestions 
presently being looked into, and he 


noted he was adding the suggestion of 
Mrs. Stephens that 1000 citizens be 
contacted to give $100 each with a credit 
reserve if they ever need hospital 
confinement. English promised a town 
meeting as soon as some plan for 
funding the services is formulated. 

Mrs. Stephens said, ‘‘We abhor 
(the idea of) selling the hospital after we 
have paid for it.’’ 

Dr. Jim Boyce publicly thanked Mrs. 
Stephens and those who helped her 
assemble her information, and noted 
that the citizens of Elba would profit 
from the exchange of information. 

English explained: that the delay in 
the project and subsequent delay in 


‘issuing of the FHA bonds was the 


reason the reserve fund was delayed 
until June 24 of last year, the day of 
actual sale of the bonds. 

Mrs. Linda Boyce addressed the 

ouncil and said she felt the recent 
public attention and lack of knowledge 
of the tax funds makes it seem as if the 
hospital is a burden on the city. She 
stated that the general public is not 
aware that no tax funds are being used 
to operate the hospital. 

Following the discussion about the 
hospital, the council took a ten-minute 
break, allowing the visitors to leave 
without disturbing the remainder of the 
mecting, and council members time to 
get a cup of coffee, 

Mayor English reported that the city 
departments were operating normally, 
equipment was in fairly good shape, 
and no major projects were underway. 
He stated briefly that there had been 
some personnel problems, but he had 
rectified those and would discuss them 
with councilmen privately if they 
weren't aware of the problems. 

The council meets again on March 7 
at 6 p.m.

Eseapees Recaptured 


Two escapees from the Elba Work 
Release Center were recaptured on 
Thursday, February 17, on Interstate 6S 
in Morgan County by Alabama state 
troopers. 

The escapees - Jimmy Carr, age 26, 
and Albert Sitz, age 30 - reportedly 
walked away from the Elba facility 
between 8:35 p.m. and 9:30 p.m., on 
Wednesday night, February 16, and 
stole a wrecker truck at an Elba car lot. 
The duo apparently went to Opp, where 
they stole a pickup truck at a service 
station and then headed to north 
Alabama. 

Local law enforcement officials 
began searching for the escapees at 
9:30 p.m., with the search centering 
around Ozark, the home of both 
inmates. The search continued 
throughout the night and the next day

until reports of the duo's recapture were 
received, 

According to officials, the truck 
stolen by the escapees was involved in a 
minor accident on 1-6S, in which a car 
was sideswiped. State troopers 
responded to the accident and stopped 
the truck for questioning, at which time 
the occupants were found to be highly 
intoxicated. The men were then 
discovered to be escapees from the Elba 
facility.

Heflin Continues Fight 
Against Withholding Law 


Americans are justifiably 
outraged that the Congress 
passed recently a law which 
will allow the Internal Reve- 
nue Service to receive ten per- 
cent of all savings and divi- 
dend income. 

The new law, which is 
scheduled to take effect July 
1, 1983, will require financial 
institutions to deduct ten per- 
cent of savings and dividend 
income and deposit them with 
the Internal Revenue Service. 
This withholding law is, in ef- 
fect, forcing the citizens of 
this country to make interest- 
free loans to the United States 
Government. 

I opposed and voted 
against the withholding mea- 
sure in the United States Sen- 
ate. During the regular session 
of Congress last summer, I of- 
fered an amendment to the 
Tax Bill which would have de- 
leted those provisions requir- 
ing the ten percent with- 
holding. Unfortunately, my 
amendment failed to pass. 

Later, in the Lame Duck 
Session in December, | of- 
fered an amendment on the 
Senate floor to delay the im- 
plementation of. this proce- 
dure. This amendment was 
passed by the Senate, but was 
not agreed to by the House of 
Representatives in conference 
committee. 

As we begin the new 
Congress, | have reintroduced 
legislation to repeal this with- 
holding procedure before it 
takes effect. 

I believe that now, mem- 
bers of Congress have heard 
from their constituents on this 
matter and many of those 
who supported this legislation 
previously will be ready to re- 
verse their position. 

According to its support- 
ers, this legislation is needed 
to insure that the taxes owed 
on these types of income is 
collected. In other words, stop 


the tax cheaters. 

The vast majority of our 
taxpaying citizens are honest 
people. Currently, there is on- 
ly a 3 to 4 percent loss in tax 
collections on this type in- 
come. The record is very good 
when one considers the com- 
plicated tax laws under which 
we now operate. 

Under present law, this 
income is already being re- 
ported to the IRS by financial 
institutions. It is a system that 
is working well. 

Under the new law, the 
Internal Revenue Service will 
be receiving funds that before 
would have been in citizens 
accounts drawing interest. . . 
and the IRS does not pay in- 
terest. It removes funds from 
accounts that would otherwise 
be available for compounding 
or reinvestment. This is par- 
ticularly damaging to the el- 
derly who depend on their 
savings accounts to supple- 
ment their retirement income. 
In some cases, the amounts 
may be small, but nonethe- 
less, the principle remains. 

If allowed to become op- 
erational, this procedure will 
create yet another bureaucra- 
tic burden for which the tax- 
payer, the saver, and the in- 
vestor must pay. It will be 
costly to operate, discourage 
savings, and impose addition- 
al costs on the customers of 
our financial institutions. 

I believe that the mem 
bers of the Congress have 
heard from their constituents 
back home. | have received 
thousands of letters and post- 
cards and have heard directly 
from the people of Alabama 
as I have traveled around the 
state. | have worked to stop 
this procedure since last sum- 
mer, and | will continue to 
push for a repeal of this un- 
fair legislation before it takes 
effect July 1, 1983.

***This will conclude my 
report on Black History. I'll 
close honoring Marton 
Anderson. On Sept. 16, 
1958, when the thirteenth 
session of the United Nations 
convened, Marion Anderson, 
‘America’s Lady 
Ambassador of good will,’ 
world-famed contralto, the 
first negro singer to join the 
Metropolitan Opera, sat on 
the Human Rights 
Committee as one of the 
ten-member U.S. delegation 
to the United Nations. Miss 
Anderson came to the world 
forum an _ international 
celebrity and seemed always 
to have synthesized her art 
and her desire for world 
peace and freedom. In the 
intervening years, Miss 
Anderson traveled widely, 
and her belief in the oneness 
of all the world’s people was 
fixed in the minds of her 
audiences by the spiritual 
‘He's Got The Whold World 
In His Hands.’ Miss 
Anderson sought to improve 
understanding of the United 
States and of America 
wherever she went. When 
asked in Burma whether she 
would sing before Arkansas’ 
‘governor, Orval Faubus, 
who had gained an inter- 
national reputation as a 
segregationist following his 
attempt to prevent school 
integration in Little Rock, 
Miss Anderson replied, 
“. . . if governor Faubus 
would be in the frame of 
mind to accept it for what it 
is, for what he could get from 
it, I would be very delighted 
to do it.”’ 


*9%In May 1964, Miss 
Anderson gained the 
distinction of being the only 
living American negro to 
have had a rose named for 
her, ‘‘The Marian Anderson 
Rose’, a cherry-red grand- 
flora, developed by Dr. 
Walter Lammerts, one of the 
world's leading hybrid rose 
experts. Miss Anderson was 
selected ‘‘not only for her 
achievement in the world of 
music, but also for her contri- 
bution to the unification of 
mankind and world peace. A 
member of Alpha Kappa 
Alpha, Miss Anderson is a 
native of Philadelphia and is 
the wife of the architect, 
Orpherus H. Fisher, who she 
married on July 24, 1943.

State record bass 
caught in Mobile Co 


Andy Stewart of Eight 
Mile in Mobile County 
harvested a state record 14- 
pound, 84 ounce, large- 
mouth bass from 
Washington County Public 
Fishing Lake on Saturday, 
Feb. 12. 

Stewart’s record catch 
broke the former mark of 14 
pounds, 4 ounces, held by 
Leonard Booth also of Eight 
Mile. 

Fisheries biologist Bill 
Tucker of Fairhope said he 
and biologist Joe Zolezynski 
of Fairhope weighed the fish 
on meat market scales at a 
grocery store. The bass, 
caught on a crank bait, was 
27% inches in length and 22 
inches in girth. 

Stewart also caught a 13 
pound, 5 ounce bass at the 
lake a week earlier. 

Fisheries biologists in the 
Fisheries Section of the 
Game and Fish Division said 
Washington County Lake 
was the first state public 
was the first state public fish- 
ing lake to be stocked with 
100 percent Florida bass. 
The lake was stocked in 1971 
with the Florida subspecies 
of largemouth bass and it is 


one of the originally stocked 
Florida bass. 


Charles Kelley, director 
of the Game and Fish 
Division, says that he had 
been expecting the state 
record to be broken and 
would not be surprised to see 
even larger bass caught from 
Alabama's state-owned and 
managed public fishing 
lakes. ‘‘Our state lakes 
program has gained national 
recognition and is viewed as 
a model program by many 
other states. Florida bass 
have been stocked into most 
State public fishing lakes. 
Such a stocking is one of 
many management 
techniques used to improve 
the quality of fishing in 
Alabama.” 


Florida bass have also 
been introduced into many 
public waters throughout 
Alabama. Most of these 
stockings occured during 
1980 and 1981. Fisheries 
biologists expect a minimum 
of six to eight years before 
trophy Florida bass begin to

Asbestos Cleanup May Cost 
County School System $50,000 


The Coffee County Board of Educa- 
tion met on Friday morning, Feb. 25, ia 
Elba, and heard Supt. John W. 
Vaughan report that asbestos was found 
in two classrooms in Kinston and the 
lunchroom in New Brockton, and that 
the cost of removing the material would 
be an estimated $50,000. 

The entire County School System 
was inspected recently by experts and 
Vaughan stated, ‘‘I think we came out 
well compared to some other schools in 
the state. The formal report will come 
in May with instructions on how to 
dispose of the asbestos and I don’t think 
it will cost over $50,000. 

It was also reported that asbestos 
was found on some boilers in the county 
schools, but the only action necessary 
will be the placing of a warning sign and 
the requirement that workers wear 
masks. 

The subject of the new elementary 
school planned for Kinston again came 
up, with Supt. Vaughan reporting he 
had assured the people in Kinston that 
the school would be built. The Kinston 
residents became upset with recent 
rumors that the construction might be 
delayed due to the asbestos removal 
project. In an attempt to clarify the 
local boards intentions, Vaughan 
explained that the board had received 
$422,000 in state discretionary funds 
(the funds are already in a band 
drawing interest) that must be used to 
build the new school in Kinston. An

~ The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Feb. 28, 
at the courthouse in Elba and discussed 
placing a 10 cent per acre tax on all 
county land classified as woodlands. 

The idea of adopting the tax came 
following a visit by Alabama Forestry 
Commission officer Wayne Roberts. 
Roberts came before the commission 
seeking $1,500 in funds to repair a 
tractor used in fighting forest fires. He 
’ reported if the tractor wasn’t fixed, his 
department would have only one tractor 
to work fires throughout the county. The 
commission voted 3-0 (with Boutwell, 
Martin and Grant abstaining) to provide 
the funding, which will be matched by 
state funds.

A second fund of $217,000 based on 
per pupil population, has also been 
received, and this amount has no 
restrictions except to cover asbestos 
‘removal. The board stated it must buy 
buses with part of the money left over 
upon completion of the asbestos 
removal, but hinted it might use a 
portion to aid in the school construction 
in Kinston. No matter how the second 
fund is used, Vaughan assured all 
present, ‘‘We will build a new 
elementary school in Kinston.”’

The commission agreed that 
additional funding was needed for the 
Forestry Commission, but delayed 
taking any action until it could be 
discussed again at the next meeting on 
March 14. 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9:00 a.m. at the upstairs courtroom in 
Elba, and the first order of business on 
the agenda was to take care of 
continued business from the previous 
meeting, 

County Engineer Frank Charlton 
reported he had inspected the work site 
at the old Elba Hydro-Electric plant and 
decided all that the newly formed Elba 
Hydro-Electric Company needed was a 
dragline. Charlton estimated the firm 
would need the county's dragline for a 
period of three weeks and 
recommended letting the company rent 
the machine since it had an experienced 
operator. The commission voted to 
allow the company to use the dragline, 
as soon as Covington County completes 
its work with the valuable piece of 
machfhery. 

The commission signed documents to 
resubmit a project request for funds to 
be used for paving rural county roads. 
The funds, if received, would go toward 
paving 34 miles of roads. The total cost 
would be $450,000, and the county 
would be able to provide its matching 
share with actual funds and in-kind 
services. 

The County Revenue Commissioner 
will soon be operating out of one office 
in the Elba courthouse, thanks to 
commission action taken Monday. The
